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Trees Instead of Guns 


Down at Coutts, on the southern bor- 
der of Alberta, and at Sweet Grass, just 
across the border in Montana, an interest- 
ing ceremony will take place on Saturday. 
Boy Scouts from Sweet Grass will cross 
the boundary and plant a tree at Coutts 
in recognition of the birthday of the King, 
and Scouts from the Alberta town will 
pay a return visit to plant a tree at Sweet 
Grass. 

Similar ceremonies, it is announced, 
will take place at various points along the 
international boundary. So while boys in 
Europe are being trained to plant guns 
along international boundary lines, boys 
of these two countries will plant trees in- 
stead. 

The significance is too plain to need 
stating. May the trees all grow, and may 
the neighborly feeling which prompts 
this interchange of courtesies grow with 
them. The Scouts may not think their 
tree-planting is important, other than as 
a pleasing incident in a day's outing. But 
it is something more than that. It is a 
demonstration to the world that where 
democratic countries border each other 
the boundary line does not have to be 
marked by anything more dangerous or 
costly than trees. 


The Province Gives a Lead 


If there has been any feeling at Ot- 
tawa that the province was trying to 
jockey the federal Government into pay- 
ing an undue proportion of the cost of the 
Jasper highway, it should be removed by 
the announcement that another $100,000 
of provincial money has been ear-marked 
for the road without any contingent con- 
tribution of federal funds. As the mat- 
ter now stands $200,000 is to be spent on 
construction this year, of which the pro- 
vince is supplying $150,000 and the Do- 
minion only $50,000. 

Jasper park is a national, not a pro- 
vincial, park. For expenditures within 
the park the Dominion is solely respon- 
sible. But it has been admitted also that 
the Dominion has a share of responsibil- 
ity for making national parks available 
to tourists, and park-approach highways 
have been built, in Alberta and elsewhere, 
with substantial assistance from the na- 
tional treasury. The proportion which the 
Dominion is contributing to the construc- 
tion of the Jasper highway is not in keep- 
ing with the measure of this responsibil- 
ity, nor with the measure of assistance 
that has been given to the construction of 
other park-approach highways. The pro- 
vince has given a good lead in allocating 
another $100,000 for the work, and the 
Dominion should play up to it by raising 
its contribution. 

The White Paper 

Most people will be sorry but not sur- 
prised at the new policy in Palestine that 
is to be followed by Britain. For some 
time it was clear that England was 
ready to bow to the Arab agitation. The 
only matter for surprise is that the sur- 
render should be so complete and em- 
phatic. 

Almost the only bright spot in the new 
policy—already Zionists are speaking of 
the Dark Paper—is the stated intention 
of England to let 25,000 refugees into 
Palestine “as soon as the High Commis- 
sioner is ensured”. 

This means that only 50,000 other 
Jews can return to their unforgotten home 
in the shadow of Mount Scopus during 
the next five years. After that, the chap- 
ter closes, and the dream of having a na- 
tional home in Palestine is replaced by 
the almost unpalatable substitute of being 
a small permanent minority in the Holy 
Land, dependent for life and liberty upon 
the goodwill of the Arab majority 

Violence by the Jews now in Palestine 
will solve nothing. There is no need of 
spilling blood to show the world that the 
White Paper is detested by them. What 
Zionism must now do is marsha! al! its 
forces of reason and arouse the conscience 
of the world so that the ultimate British 
decision may be more magnanimous and 
more just than that outlined in the White 
Paper. Churchill and Lloyd George, 
Amery and Lord Cecil, Sir Archibald Sin- 
clair and Hugh Dalton, united despite their 
party differences in a common loyalty to 
Zionism, have yet to be heard in the great 
debate that must take place on the Cham- 
berlain policy in Palestine. Maybe some 
concessions can still be obtained

To What They Are “Anti” 


Dr. Herman Ullman informs the read- 
ers of one of Herr Hitler's organs of mis- 
information that newspapers in Canada 
are “strongly anti-German”, The accused 
papers are in no position to answer the 
charge, if there was any point in doing so, 
since the “jury” would never be allowed 
to read their submissions. They are, how- 
ever, within the judgment of scores of 
thousands of German people who live in 
Canada, many of them of the third or 
fourth generation here, and may rest 
their case with the fair-minded section of 
this element in Canada's population—who 
perhaps will find means to present the 
facts to some of the Doctor's readers. 


Canadian papers are undoubtedly 
strongly anti-aggression, anti-dictator, 
anti-everything that savors of the sup- 
pression of civil liberty and policies of 
force. They are not and never have 
been anti-German, or anti-people of any 
race. If they had been, Canada’s popula- 
tion would not be the cosmopolitan blend 
it is, nor the relations between our divers 
racial groups so cordial as they are. 


Canadian papers are not even anti-Hit- 
ler as regards the German people who live 
in Germany. So long as they prefer one- 
man government, or submit to it, that 
is their business exclusively. Only when 
the Fuehrer resorts to race tyranny, and 
by words and acts makes plain that he is 
a menace to other countries, are Canadian 
papers strongly anti-Hitler. And they do 
not even now admit that in his policies of 
Jew-torture and threat the Fuehrer repre- 
sents the German people in Germany.

Canada’s Fire Losses 


From 1920 to 1937 Canada suffered from 
727,987 fires, totalling property losses amounting 
to $677,711,000 and the destruction of 7,204 lives. 

During this period, however, losses declined 
steadily from an average of $60,000,000 per an- 
num to $22,700,000 in 1937. At the same time the 
average insurance rate for the Dominion pro- 
gressively declined from $1.11 to onty 69 cents in 
1937, thereby saving to the public in insurance 
cost the sum of $367,395,000, 

This decided improvement, stated A. 
Leslie Ham, of the Canadian Underwriters’ 
Association, at the recent meeting in Winnipeg 
of the Canadian Fire marshals has been largely 
due to the unremitting attention given to fire 
prevention in recent years by fire fighting 
departments and by insurance underwriters, 
and to safety campaigns generally. 

But our fire losses are still far higher than 
they ought to be. That is clearly demonstrated 
by the fact that Canada’s per capita fire loss in 
1938 was approximately $2.31, as compared with 
only about one dollar in Great Britain and 
Ireland, and even less in a number of European 
countries. 

Prevention work through official channels 
will never do what it is intended to do until the 
Canadian public wakes up to the stupendous 
losses we suffer every year. Losses are always 
losses, and, as in practically every other field, 
the cost eventually is shouldered by the public. 

There is a direct connection between fire 
losses and insurance rates. Losses govern rates. 
The sooner everyone realizes this simple eco- 
nomic fact, the easier it will be on our pocket- 
book.—Winnipeg Tribune.

of Columbia University, have 
been studying the properties of actino uranium. 
That doesn’t sound very thrilling, but wait! 

They find that this isotrope or twin element 
of uranium can be split into two atomic bullets 
each of 100,000,000 volts energy each. That 
should interest the dictators seeking higher and 
better ways of destroying the human race. 

Each of these atomic particles, when bom- 
barded with a neutron carrying an energy of 
only one-fortieth of a volt, releases 8,000,000,- 
000 times more energy than was originally put 
in. We are a big step nearer the predicted time 
when ocean liners will be able to cross the 
Atlantic on a fuel consumption of a piece of coal 
the size of a walnut. Even a Canadian banker 
should be satisfied with 800,000,000,000 per cent 
interest.

A new observatory has been opened on Mount 
Locke, near the border of Texas and Mexico. 
Leading astronomers from all over the continent 
Gathered there for the occasion, including our 
own Dr. J. S. Plasket, director emeritus of the 
Astro-Physical Observatory outside Victoria, 

B.C. Dr. Plaskett addressed 
NEW EYE ON the assembled scientists on 
THE UNIVERSE the features of the new 82- 

inch telescope. It is not the 
largest telescope in the world, but is the most 
perfect of instruments to date. The largest is the 
100-inch telescope at Mount Wilson, California. 
Both will soon be out-sized by the 200-inch tele- 
scope being built for Mount Palomar observatory 
in Calivornia. There will be need for all three 
great telescopes in carrying out astronomical 
research without duplication. The new 82-inch 
telescope at McDonald observatory will have a 
light-gathering power 150,000 times greater than 
the human eye. It will bring stars of magni- 
tudes 20 and 21 within view. 

Stars are classified by magnitudes, each 212 
times fainter than the preceding class. The ut- 
most a good human eye can discern is Magnitude 
6. It has taken four years to cast and grind the 
lens to a concave within one-millionth of per- 
fection. What messages will funnel down from 
distant worlds into that minute spot of light in 
the centre of the lens! Distant suns into which a 
thousand of our own could be dropped, will send 
light that can be analysed, giving new knowledge 
of the universe of which our solar system is a 
tiny part. 

It would be a good thing if the dictators 
would go to these observatories for a few weeks 
study. Earthly ambitions would seem of small 
importance in a world reduced to the in-

IN JERUSALEM 


Police and Jewish Youths 
Engage In Bitter 


Struggles 


JERUSALEM, May 10.—More 
than 100 casualties were suffered 
last night in fighting in the 
streets of Jerusalem between 
police and Jewish youth dem- 
onstrating against Great Britain's 
new policy of an independent 
Palestine. 

At least 100 Jewish youths, 
most of them between the ages of 
10 and 16, were wounded. At least 
two policemen were injured sev- 
erely by revolver shots. 

After the Jews had made an 
orderly demonstration march 
through the central streets of the 
city, some 5,000 Jewish youths as- 
sembled in the early afternoon in 
front of the District Commission- 
er’s office to carry out their pro- 
test against Britain's policy. Booing 
police and throwing stones, they 
drew a baton charge by police. 

For three hours the battle con- 
tinued without a let up. Then po- 
lice got the upper hand. By 9.30 
p.m. more than 100 Jewish injured 
had been counted. Many of the in- 
juries were serious.
